Commissioner Jack Allen, of Chico, 
meeting with the Commissioners Court 
here this week, says the acreage to 
peanuts in the Chico country is to be 
very largely increased this year, and 
that he, himself, has rented to one 
man 47 acres of land to be planted in 
peanuts alone. 
Commissioner Allen 
says that notwithstanding splendid 
yield of cotton was made in Western 
Wise county last year and a good 
price was obtained, peanuts paid the 
growers from $7 to $10 per acre more 
than cotton. 
He says Lee B arksdal 
“ beat co tto n ” in results very much 
by planting peanuts, as did also W il­ 
son 
Cooper, 
and 
many 
others. 
Commissioner Allen said a movement 
was on foot, considering the increased 
acreage, to establish a peanut factory 


at Chico, whereupon Commissioner 
W. J. Mann said a Fort W orth man, 
who owned land near Paradise, had 
made a proposition to the citizens of 
the latter place to establish a peanut 
factory there if the people would sub­ 
scribe for $5900 worth of the stock 
and Mi. Mann thought tile amount 
had been subscribed and the factory 
would go in there this year.

missioner Mann said that much land 
was “ cotton tired,” needed a change 
and that peanuts afforded the best 
opportunity for that change, which 
the
